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CLRSS  HISTORY 


The  chain  of  events  that  constitutes  the  history  of 
our  class  can  be  compared  to  a  parade.  We,  the  senior 
class,  have  taken  our  place  as  a  single  unit  in  the  parade 
of  achievements.  As  our  unit  in  the  parade  begins  its 
progress  let  us  look  in  retrospect  at  the  history  of  the 
senior  class  of  1953. 

We  started  our  first  year  at  Harding  with  bubble  gum, 
pea  shooters,  comic  books,  and  general  bedlam.  We  were 
amazed  at  the  long  halls  with  many  rooms  on  each  side 
and  wondered  how  we  would  ever  remember  which  was 
which.  We  worshipped  the  big,  handsome  football  plav- 
ers  and  wondered  if  we  would  ever  be  football  players 
and  be  able  to  make  the  winning  touchdown  in  a  game 
with  Central.  The  girls  copied  every  move  the  glamorous 
senior  girls  made  and  fell  in  with  every  fad  or  style  that 
was  started.  During  this  first  year  we  took  time  out  from 
the  general  confusion  and  elected  Bobby  Robertson  and 
Nancv  Coulter  as  class  presidents  and  began  to  work  on 
our  unit  in  the  "Parade  of  Achievements." 

The  air  of  uncertainty  that  was  prevalent  in  our  first 
year  at  Harding  was  not  quite  as  evident  as  we  began 
our  second  vear  of  construction.  We  began  this  year 
by  electing  Bobbv  Sigmon  as  president  of  the  eighth 
grade  for  the  first  semester  and  Jack  Graham  took  over 
the  leadership  second  semester.  This  vear  we  attended 
our  first  big  social,  the  Junior  [unior-Senior,  the  high- 
light of  the  eighth  grade. 

Part  of  our  dream  became  a  reality;  we  were  at  last 
seniors— sen  iors  in  -junior  high  school.  That  year  the 
Junior  Honor  Societv,  headed  by  Peggv  Tuttle,  gained 
prominence  bv  entertaining  the  junior  high  football 
team  at  a  banquet  and  square  dance.  The  junior  choir 
presented  "The  Forest  Prince"— the  most  successful  and 
outstanding  operetta  to  be  viewed  bv  Harding  audiences. 
This  successful  year,  which  marked  the  ultimate  con- 
struction of  our  unit  in  the  Parade  of  Achievements,  was 
led  bv  Bobbv  Sigmon  during  the  first  semester  and  Gene 
Auten  continued  the  construction  of  our  unit  during 
the  second  semester.  The  Junior  Student  Council  was 
headed  by  Jack  Graham  both  semesters. 

During  our  sophomore  year  Jack  Graham  led  us  suc- 
cessfully through  both  semesters.  The  Senior  Honor 
Societv  selected  from  our  midst  seventeen  to  become 
members  of  that  group.  While  getting  our  foothold  in 
senior  high  school,  we  climaxed  the  year  by  a  tenth  grade 
party. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Bobbv  Sigmon  we  began  our 
junior  year.  This  was  the  year  we  saw  our  dream  of  a 
junior-senior  become  a  realitv  under  the  leadership  of 


Joe  Brown.  Our  class  made  history  by  inaugurating  the 
new  system  of  electing  our  own  junior  marshals  instead 
of  the  old  system  by  which  the  marshals  were  selected 
by  teachers.  The  chief  marshal  was  Bobby  Sigmon  and 
Joe  Brown  was  assistant  chief  marshal. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  ten  of  us  were  chosen  to  be- 
come members  of  the  Imperatores. 

Now  the  construction  of  our  unit  in  the  "Parade  of 
Achievements"  was  drawing  to  a  close.  Beauty  was  added 
to  the  unit  with  Sylvia  Gregory  reigning  as  Gridiron 
Queen  and  Ann  Phillips  as  twelfth  grade  attendant  at 
the  Homecoming  festivities,  and  Sylvia  again  represented 
Harding  in  the  Carolinas  Carrousel.  To  lead  the  senior 
class  we  elected  Kenneth  Ross,  with  the  capable  assistance 
of  Bobbv  Sigmon,  vice-president;  Bobbv  Randall,  secre- 
tary; and  Betsy  Williams,  treasurer.  Second  semester, 
Joe  Brown  took  over  the  leadership  with  the  help  of 
Shirley  Shaw,  vice-president;  Shirley  Cobb,  secretary; 
and  Garland  Young,  treasurer.  The  Class  Night  officers, 
Joe  Brown,  prophet;  Carroll  King,  poet;  Jack  Graham, 
lawyer;  and  Joe  Haas,  historian,  were  elected  and  began 
planning  enthusiasticallv  for  Class  Night.  The  highest 
office  in  the  school  awaited  Jack  Graham  and  Bobbv 
Sigmon  when  they  were  elected  presidents  of  the  Senior 
Student  Council  for  the  first  and  second  semesters 
respectively.  Our  last  vear  proved  beneficial  to  the  entire 
student  bodv  when  our  school  paper,  with  Ann  Myers 
as  editor-in-chief  and  Shirley  Cobb  as  assistant  editor, 
exceeded  four  pages  for  the  first  time  in  Harding's  history. 
The  Acorn  Staff,  headed  by  Nancy  Coulter,  produced 
Harding's  first  college-size  annual.  We  had  our  Impera- 
tores and  superlatives,  but  the  spotlight  was  stolen  from 
them  by  the  1953  football  team,  with  Rov  Hord  and 
H.  R.  Cunningham  serving  as  co-captains.  The  crowning 
glorv  of  our  senior  year  was  the  long-sought-after  victory 
over  Central  and  the  city  championship.  This  victory 
proved  to  be  only  a  stepping  stone,  since  we  also  took 
the  State  AA  Championship  and  went  through  the  entire 
season  undefeated. 

With  the  presentation  of  the  senior  play,  the  Junior- 
Senior,  Class  Night,  and  Baccalaureate  just  a  fleeting 
glimpse  into  the  past,  we  come  to  graduation.  Our  unit 
in  the  "Parade  of  Achievements"  has  been  completed. 

Now  we  must  part  from  the  guidance  given  us  by 
our  teachers  and  advisers  and  take  up  a  new  way  of 
life— a  life  in  which  we  can  make  Harding  proud  of  us, 
just  as  we  have  been  proud  of  Harding.

The  Warblers  are  accompanied  by  Betsy  Williams  at  the  piano.

Other  best  sellers  were 
The  Rainmaker  by  Shirley  Cloud,  and  a  new  sequel  of  the  fam- 
ous Gone  With  the  Wind,  written  by  Carroll  King,  and  entitled 
Back  With  the  Breeze.

Robertson,  Boyce  Earnhardt,  and  Garland  Young.  They  have 
recently  undertaken  a  drive  to  lengthen  the  scope  of  Alcoholics 
Anonymous,  the  organization  that  takes  people  apart  to  see  what 
makes  them  hie.
